Abourezk Amendment #1922 to the Foreign Assistance Act 

(This is the amendment that we had tentative wording on yesterday. It has 
been introduced in the Senate now. The guts of it follow:) 

Section 66h Illegal Activities in Foreign Countries. 

a. No funds made available under this or any other 
law may be used by any agency of the U. S. Government to 
carry out any activity within any foreign country which violates, 
or is intended to encourage the violation of, the laws of the 
United States or of such country. 

b. The provisions of this section shall not be construed 
to prohibit the use of such funds to carry out any activity 
necessary to the security of the United States which is intended 
solely to gather intelligence information. 


The bill is going to come up tomorrow- -probably early afternoon.

History Lesson— Famed histo- 
rian Daniel Boorstin used some 
$65,000 in government employ- 
ees’ time and federal facilities 
to help him write his Pulitzer 
I’riz e-winning book, “The Amer- 
icans - The Democratic Experi- 
ence ” 


According to government at- 
torneys, the use of taxpayers’ 
money for such private activi- 
ties is against regulations. Boor- 
stin claims it is common prac- 
tice for universities to allow 
scholars use of students, re- 
searchers and office space. 

Boorstin, director of the 
Smithsonian Museum of History 
& Technology’, used two of the 
museum's historian research- 
ers, Peter Marzio and Louis 
Gorr, to work on the book. They 
alternately shar d the duties 
over a three year period, t heir 
salaries, while on the project, 
totaled more than $35,000. 

Boorstin’s personal secretary 
also helped the enterprising 
prize-winner. She typed away 
on his handwritten manuscript 
for the better part of a year. In 
addition, some $15,000 in fed- 
eral funds was spent to convert 
a conference room into a pri- 
vate library lor the prestigious 
author. 

Boorstin conceded that nono 
of his royalties will be used to 
reimburse the U.S. treasury, lie 
told my reporter Ed Tropenno 
that he divided in's work day be- 
tween his book and museum 

matters, and that Ids project 
bad the approval of the Smithso- 
nian.
